Selectmen’s Report 


This year Doug Washburn gets a well deserved break and | get to write this 
report to you, the citizens of Sullivan. As you may recall Doug has repeatedly 
pointed out how the Monadnock Regional School District has “picked the pockets” of 
the residents of Sullivan by spending irresponsibly and without regard to the citizens’ 
ability to pay. You are also well aware that they take the majority of our property tax 
dollar. It completely baffles me how the citizens of the school district allow this 
reckless spending without attending and speaking out at school board and budget 
meetings and not holding the members of.the School Board and Administration 
accountable. This year the district is the greediest that | have seen since coming to 
New Hampshire in the mid 1990s. There is no doubt that there are some problems 
which need to be addressed at MRHS, but despite many suitable and much less 
costly proposals before them, the school district has chosen the most costly one 
(building a new high school) and have asked you to endorse it with your vote. If 
accepted, what does the building of a new high school mean to us in Sullivan? Well, 
crude estimates are that it will result in an increase of our school tax by about 30% 
to 40% which means you will pay about 1/3 more taxes. The school district's 
numbers do not reflect this drastic increase because they have already factored in 
inflation and re-valuation among other factors which have not yet occurred. 


You may also know that our entire Town of Sullivan and all of its departments 
operate on a budget which absorbs only a small fraction of your tax dollar. | am 
happy to report that this year the town departments have done an exceedingly good 
job of keeping their budgets similar to those of last year. It is through the 
department heads’ conscientious efforts and the number of you good citizens who 
have worked on a voluntary (without pay) basis that this has been and is possible. 
Now | would like you to know that the school district is not the only entity that has 
problems and needs. The various departments in our town also have needs. A 
number of years ago, we responsibly recognized that various departments would 
occasionally have very large needs and, to lessen the impact, we started a number 
of capital reserve funds. These allow us to have all or a portion of the required 
money set aside when the need arises. This has been working well and, for 
example, we have been able to obtain a new cruiser for the Police Department and 
a new backhoe/loader for the Highway Department with an insignificant impact on 
our town tax. This year, our Volunteer Fire and Rescue Department is facing large 
needs and we must address them. 





As we all know, the town pumper (fire truck) is from the mid 1970s and has 
been deteriorating for years. Though we try to keep up with the maintenance, over 
time, the truck has become “used up”. The bearings on the main pump are failing 
and we don’t know the condition of the pump’s other internal parts. Just the 
disassembly and inspection of the pump alone will cost many thousands of dollars. 
In addition, the truck is desperately behind meeting the safety standards for fire 
trucks and updating this old truck is prohibitively expensive. We have known that we 
were due for a replacement vehicle many years ago and have a capital reserve fund 
for that purpose. For the past two years, the Fire Department has applied to the 
Federal Government for grant money to help purchase a new truck. Since the 
tragedy of 9/11/01, the federal grant funds have been directed toward departments 
in larger cities and with more critical needs. They don’t consider Sullivan to be a 
likely terrorist target. In addition, the Fire Department air pacs (SCBAs) are old, 
behind safety standards and, by law, are about to become un-useable. There is 
also a capital reserve fund for their replacement. So with all of this in mind, we are 
asking that you strongly consider the following information and recommendation. 


The capital reserve funds for both the Fire Department Vehicle and the 
SCBAs are insufficient to completely cover the cost of replacing these two items. 
We have the good fortune of being in a climate where interest rates are low and to 
have a staff of very diligent and resourceful firefighters. By combining the 
requirement for a vehicle and he SCBAs into a single package and by taking 
advantage of the low interest financing and other circumstances now available, they 
have devised a method whereby we can obtain a new fire truck and “up to date” 
SCBAs without a budget increase. In fact, they can accomplish this within the limits 
of our current $23,000 capital reserve set aside and still be setting aside about 
$5,000 each year into that capital reserve fund for future needs. More detailed 
information on this subject will be offered for discussion and comment at the Town 
Meeting. If we take advantage of this opportunity, the truck and SCBAs will be fully 
paid in ten years. The present circumstances are not likely to hold true for another 
year, so it is the recommendation of the Sullivan Board of Selectmen that the 
purchase of a new fire truck and SCBAs be approved.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the Town of Sullivan, New Hampshire as 
of and for the year ended December 31, 2002 as listed in the table-of contents. These general purpose financial 
statements are the responsibility of the Town’s management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these 
general purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. 
Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the general 
purpose financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting 
principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement 
presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 


The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not include the general fixed assets account group which 
should be included in order to conform with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 
As is the case with most municipal entities in the State of New Hampshire, the Town of Sullivan has not maintained 
historical cost records of its fixed assets. The amount that should be recorded in the general fixed assets account group 
is not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omission described in the preceding paragraph, 
the general purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the financial position 
of the Town of Sullivan as of December 31, 2002, and the results of its operations and the cash flows of its 
nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America. 


Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general purpose financial statements of the Town 
of Sullivan taken as a whole. The combining and individual fund financial statements listed as schedules in the table 
of contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the general purpose financial 
statements of the Town of Sullivan. Such information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit 
of the general purpose financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in all material respects in relation 
to the general purpose financial statements taken as a whole.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S COMMUNICATION OF 
REPORTABLE CONDITIONS AND OTHER MATTERS 


To the Members of the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Sullivan 
Sullivan, New Hampshire 


In planning and performing our audit of the Town of Sullivan for the year ended December 31, 2001, 
we considered the Town’s internal control structure in order to determine the scope of our auditing 
procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the financial statements. Our review of these 
systems was not intended to provide assurance on the internal control structure and should not be relied 
on for that purpose. 


Under the standards established by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants, reportable 
conditions involve matters coming to our attention relating to significant deficiencies in the design or 
operation of the internal control structure that, in our judgment, could adversely affect the Town’s ability 
to record, process, summarize, and report financial data consistent with the assertions of management 
in the financial statements. A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the design or 
operation of one or more of the internal control structure elements does not reduce to a relatively low 
level the risk that errors or irregularities, in amounts that would be material in relation to the financial 
statements being audited, may occur and not be detected within a timely period by employees in the 
normal course of performing their assigned functions. Our consideration of the internal control structure 
would not necessarily disclose all matters in the internal control structure that might constitute reportable 
conditions and, accordingly, would not necessarily disclose all reportable conditions that are also 
considered to be material weaknesses as defined above. 


The following conditions were noted that we do not consider to be material weaknesses: 

Tax Collector 

Non-compliance with State Statute Regarding Tax Lien Procedures 

RSA 80:38-b Notice to Mortgagees - states in part that “the notice required by this section shall, at a 
minimum, contain....a warning that the legal interest of the taxpayer and each mortgagee will be 


extinguished by the tax lien deed if the legal interest in property is not redeemed.” 


We recommend that the Tax Collector add this statement to the “Notice to Mortgagees” when deeding 
property in order to be in compliance with the State statute.

Gross Budgeting 


We noted that the 2001 budget covering the Public Library Fund only included the amount of money 
which was appropriated from the General Fund and nothing was budgeted for the Conservation 
Commission Fund. The Municipal Budget Law covering all towns in the State provides for gross 
budgeting for all funds. Therefore, we suggest that future annual budget preparation include the total 
amount to be expended from all sources in order to comply with these requirements. 


FOLLOW-UP TO PRIOR YEAR MANAGEMENT LETTER COMMENTS 


Tax Collector/Town Clerk (Repeat Comment) 


Our audit of the Tax Collector/Town Clerk records revealed the following conditions: 


ie 


The Tax Collector/Town Clerk works out of her home. Money collected is kept at her home all 
week until she brings it to the Town Hall for the Treasurer to pick up and deposit. This money is 
kept in a fireproof safe. 


The Tax Collector/Town Clerk is now reconciling her records with the Town Treasurer and 
Bookkeeper; however, the year-end cut-off date for deposits was not the same as used by the Town 
Treasurer and Bookkeeper. 


The Tax Collector’s recordkeeping is being done manually. Cash receipts are recorded manually 
in a cash receipts journal and then transferred to the warrant books, which is extremely inefficient. 


An abatement had been obtained during the year, but was not formally approved by the Board of 
Selectmen. During our current year audit, it was noted that all abatements were formally approved. 


We again recommend that the following procedures be implemented: 


1b 


While money is kept in a fireproof safe in the Tax Collector/Town Clerk’s home, consideration 
should be given to having these duties conducted at the Town offices. Town services would then be 
centrally located and there would be easier access for reconciliation with the Town Treasurer and 
Bookkeeper. 


Not only are the monthly reconciliation of the remittances between the Tax Collector/Town Clerk, 
Town Treasurer and Bookkeeper important and necessary, but also a year-end reconciliation should 
be done so that all parties involved implement the same cut-off date. 


Consideration should be given to automating the tax collection system, utilizing software approved 
by the Department of Revenue Administration. The Tax Collector has a software program available 
to her, but she is not using it.

Purchase Orders 


It was noted in the prior year that the Town has a formal purchase order policy, but a few instances had 
been noted where purchase orders were not obtained, and in one instance, the purchase order was not 
properly approved. During our review this year of the internal controls, it was noted that all of the 
disbursements tested had purchase orders when required that were properly approved. 


During the course of our review of internal controls, no material weaknesses in the Town’s accounting 
systems and records were identified. Minor weaknesses or other considerations coming to our attention 
were generally procedural in nature and dealt with administrative or recordkeeping practices. In these 
instances, we made specific recommendations or provided instruction to applicable individuals during the 
course of our audit fieldwork. 


This report is intended solely for the information and use of management and others within the 
administration. This restriction is not intended to limit distribution of this report, which is a matter of 


public record.

In 2002, the Sullivan Fire and Rescue Department, as well as the Sullivan Explorers, experienced a very busy year. 
Except for during emergency calls, we have not often been seen around town as say, the Highway Department or 
Police Department were. Much of our time has been spent behind the scenes in training, upgrading equipment, 
improving our overall operations, responding to calls for mutual aid, fundraisers and more paperwork than ever before. 
The year 2002 was also productive: We nearly doubled our membership, replaced our ailing Rescue 32R1, and 
finalized a two year project for the procurement of a truck to replace the Pumper 32M1 (a proposal will be presented to 
the town at this year's Town meeting). Through this expanded report, my goal is to give you a closer look at the Sullivan 
Fire & Rescue Department and what goes on when the station doors are closed. 















- THE CALLS - 

This Department responded to a record number of calls in 2002. There were a total of 72 Fire-Rescue and Forestry 
calls. This is an increase of 38% from the 52 calls we had in 2001. The major of calls were for Emergency Medical 
Services (EMS). Mutual Aid calls have also increased due to continuous improvements in training and preparedness.

Unfortunately, one family lost their home to a fast moving house fire in late March. We on the department would like to 
thank you again for all your generous donations related to this misfortune. 






We had only a handful of calls for trees on power lines last year. Credit for this reduction is to our Highway 
Department for their efforts in removing hazard trees. 









One of the public assist calls, the oldest in the book and the type we smile upon most, was the old “Cat in a Tree” 
call. | am pleased to report that after some ladder work, a little coaxing and some flying fur, “kitty” was rescued with only 
some minor injuries to Rescue Captain Ryan Lavigne (Ryan - Remember - de-clawed cats do not climb trees). 











We had an increase in the number of calls for Mutual Aid to other towns. The majority was for motor vehicle and 
Forestry calls. On August 21, a forestry crew from Sullivan made up of Department members and Explorers, along with 
a crew and apparatus from surrounding towns, traveled to the Town of Hebron, NH to help extinguish one of two large 
forest fires occurring in the State at that time. The Sullivan “Ground Pounders” performed mop up operation and dug 
out embers in some areas that had burned down into the ground as much as three feet. 









Rescue/EMS - Medical calls accounted for the largest number of call last year. We faced two major challenges with 
regards to EMS and the services we provide, one being the lack of certified EMS personnel and the other our aging 
rescue vehicle. | am pleased to say that these challenges have been overcome; the details are included in following 
sections of this report. 







Our one stand-by call was on December 17. Many of you may recall not having phone service that evening for about 
three hours. Problems with Verizon equipment limited phone service to the 847 exchange only. Calls could not be 
made to 911 or to Mutual Aid Dispatch in Keene. When we became aware of the problem, members of the Department 
manned the Fire Station until phone service was restored. When there is an event such as this or phone service is lost 
altogether, we have personnel stand by at the Fire Station to handle emergencies by using our radio communications. 
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- THE HOURS - 
Over 4400 hours were spent in response to calls, training courses, in house training and the overall operation of the 
Department. The following is a summary of the hours donated by the members of the Department and the Explorers to 
our community. These hours included: 


FIRE & RESCUE CALLS 1056 HOURS IN HOUSE TRAINING 400 HOURS 
TRAINING COURSES 1800 HOURS DEPT. OPERATIONS 1145 HOURS 


- THE TRAINING - 

Training and preparedness account for a majority of the hours listed above. As | mentioned earlier, one of the 
challenges we have faced was the lack of certified EMS personnel. To correct this situation, ten members have just 
completed the 80-hour First Responder Course. These members will now join our four EMTs in providing Emergency 
Medical Services to the Town and surrounding communities. At this time we also have two members taking the EMT 
Basic course to further strengthen our Emergency Medical Services. | would like to thank Dave Gaillardetz (one of our 
new members) for being our instructor for this class. Dave is a Full Time member of the Keene Fire Department and 
now a Volunteer in Sullivan. 


A second area of major training was the completion of three drivers training courses. First was the Emergency 
Vehicle Liability course, followed by Emergency Vehicle Operation course which included Defensive Driving, and 
ending with the Commercial Drivers License course, which resulted in eight members obtaining their commercial 
drivers licenses. These three courses were provided free of charge through the NH Municipal Association.

- DEPARTMENT OPERATIONS - 


Along with calls and training, many hours are spent on day-to-day operation of the fire department. This includes 
department meetings, vehicle and facility maintenance, inspections, program preparation, documentation and reporting 
to the NH Fire Incident Reporting System, grant writing, general record keeping, paperwork, paperwork, and more 
paperwork, research & vendor negotiations, purchase orders, travel and working with other Town Departments. 


- THE MEMBERSHIP - 
| would like to welcome to the Department the following new members: Randy Beaton, Mike Blanchard, Missy 
Cashman, Ron Dunn, Dave Gaillardetz, Annette Grosjean, Rick Plankey and Tim Stillman. 


In 2001 we started the Sullivan Fire Brigade with two members. In 2002, the Brigade grew to eight members and is 
now chartered through the Sullivan Fire Company as an Explorer Post. Exploring is part of the Boy Scouts of America 
and is open to young men & women ages 14 - 18 years who are interested in the Fire and Emergency Medical 
Services fields. Our Explorers participate in drills, training, and department functions as well as their own activities. 
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In addition to our regular weekly meetings, this past year our Members, along with the Explorers, took part in a 
number of activities such as the Pumpkin Festival in Keene, Fire Prevention Week (a Fire Prevention Program at the 
Sullivan School), Forest Fire Awareness Week, Memorial Services for 9/11, a number of Fire and Old Home Day 
parades, Ellen's Walk, working in the Forestry Booth at the Cheshire Fair, our Christmas Ride-around and last but not 
least the Town Picnic. 








Through increased membership, training, vehicle maintenance and dedication, the department has reduced its 
response time for calls to an average of 7.47 minutes, down from about 9 minutes in 2001. The response time is the 
time from the initial tone to having apparatus on scene. This does not mean that over the road speeds have increased, 
but rather the apparatus and membership are in a better state of readiness. In 2002 we had only one re-tone (a second 
tone when no one responds to the initial cali within approx. three minutes). 










The members of the Department and Explorers are certainly a group of dedicated individuals, willing to serve our 
community in a dangerous profession. “Oh, you're just a volunteer department”. Members have often expressed 
dismay at the response or reaction they get to the word “volunteer” when talking to others about being part of the fire 
service. So, | would like to take the liberty to use this report as record to say to our members that the word “Volunteer” 
means that; the fires are just as hot; the danger is just as real; the accidents are just as gruesome; there is no 
difference in the heartaches, sorrow and stress; furthermore the training, qualifications and dedication to do this job is 
just the same as for any other firefighter. The difference is you choose do this job for those “OTHER" reasons. And, | 
thank you for all you have done this past year. 


















- The Wives, Husbands and Families - 

Taking still another liberty with this report, | would like to thank the Wives, Husbands and Families of our members for 
your understanding, increased stress levels, frustrations, heartaches and headaches; for giving up the time away from 
your loved ones, and for the times you put your lives on hold, usually at the most inopportune time; for dealing with the 
_____ pager that goes off at 3:00 in the morning and at 3:01 when you hear “Where are my keys?” as we have one foot 
in a fire boot and the other stuck in the pocket of our bunker pants. Thank you for your help with the fundraisers and for 
the times you find out, only a day before, that you are part of the refreshment committee. You are, by default (sorry) the 
“other” members of this department, and | thank you for your support. 














- EQUIPMENT UPGRADES - 

In 2002 we made a number of upgrades to our EMS & Fire equipment. First, on the EMS side, we now have in 
service a battery-operated suction unit, an additional backboard, O2 regulator and advanced equipment bags. On the 
Fire side, we have put in service a second portable foam unit, which can be used during overhaul operations or for 
suppressing vapors during Haz-Mat incidents. 













- MAJOR EQUIPMENT ISSUES - 
There are four major equipment issues facing the Department: Replacement of our Rescue, Pagers, SCBAs and our 
Pumper. 











In dealing with the challenge of replacing our Rescue (mentioned on page one), we are pleased to announce the 
replacement of the 1974 Dodge Rescue (needing repairs costing more than its value) with a 1983 Heavy Rescue built 
by Swab on a Chevy truck Chassis. This truck was purchased in December from the Milford, Pennsylvania Fire 
Department at a cost of $10,000, 8% of the cost of a comparable new unit and less than 35% of any similar used truck 
found for sale over the past six months. The new rescue will allow us to carry ALL of our Rescue, EMS, SCBA, and 
Haz-Mat gear, some of which is not on the Dodge at this time due to overloaded conditions.

Secondly, our pagers are in desperate need of replacement. Pagers are the first tools we rely on in response to an 
emergency call. Over the past few years our members have missed calls and critical announcements because our 
units have failed to operate. These are the original Motorola Minitor | types of pagers. Quite often, when these units 
are sent out for repair, they are returned “Not Repairable”. This is due to their age and the unavailability of parts. The 
cost to replace 20 of these pagers was quoted at $8,100.00; they would be replaced with the Minitor IV model. The 
Members, through fundraisers and donations as well as applying for grants are addressing this issue. 










Now for the final two issues: First, our SCBA units require significant repairs. We have received an estimate of 
approximately $10,000 to repair our existing six units. Even after repair, the units will be outdated and lack critical 
safety features typical of newer units. We must ask the question about whether or not Town money should be spent on 
those repairs when the same value equates to the purchase price of two new units. New units are available for 
approximately $3,600 each, but their price will increase 28% in 2003 due to new NFPA requirements that will add and 
additional $1,000 to the price of each unit. We have the opportunity to replace our old units without absorbing the price 
increase, provided that we do so at the March meeting. Our vendor has reserved for Sullivan (8) new 2002 units 
without obligation by listing a December requisition. As of January 2003, only the upgraded ($1,000 add-on) units may 
be sold. This, again, is due to the new NFPA regulations. 














Secondly, the Department's newest piece if fire apparatus is now 26 years old. That unit, a 1976 International 
Pumper, requires serious pump repairs and testing to comply with NFPA requirements. As was the case with the 
Rescue, the repairs and testing will cost more than the market value of the Pumper. Also, regardless of the pump 
repairs, the dependability of the unit is in question. The safety of our personnel involved in search & rescue or interior 
operations during building fires is our number one concern. This problem also needs to be addressed at the 2003 
Town Meeting. 












We have identified a combination of solutions, which will allow the Town to replace the Pumper and SCBA units 
without increasing the total budget for the department (the typical combined operating budget, new equipment 
purchases and capital reserve allocations). The plan calls for the combined purchase of a new Pumper and the SCBA 
units at a cost of $215,000, applying funds from the SCBA capital reserve, the Apparatus capital reserve, the 
anticipated 2003 Apparatus allocation and financing the combined balance with a 10-year lease/purchase at rates of 
under 5%. As frightening as the purchase price of $215,000 sounds, the resulting annual payments would be LESS 
than the $23,000 applied to the Apparatus capitol reserve during each of the last three years, or approximately $17,960 
per year. As there is just too much information to report on here, please join us at the 2003 Town Meeting for all the 
details on this proposal and the potential $17,000 in savings this combined purchase will achieve. 












In closing, | would again like to thank the Members, the Members Families, the Selectmen, the Highway and Police 
Departments and especially our residents for your continued support of the Sullivan Fire and Rescue Department. | 
hope this report has given some insight into the behind the scenes operations of the Department.

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FOREST FIRE SERVICE — TOWN OF SULLIVAN 


2002 was another quiet year for the Forestry Department, with only one brush fire to report. As we move 
into spring, the snow cover should help to alleviate the drought conditions of last year. The Wardens 
again ask for your support and understanding when it comes to out door burning. We ask that if at all 
possible please burn your brush piles this winter during snow conditions. 


On May 24, the Warden, two Deputy Wardens and 10 Members of the fire department responded to a 
brush fire on the Allison Nims Piper Forest. Within an hour the crew had control of the fire, working on 
both flanks to knock the fire down. Another three hours were spent on mop-up and cold trailing operations 
to ensure the fire did not rekindle. A few of the crew members returned the following day to check for hot 
spots, none were found. This fire was determined to be an arson fire and is still unresolved at this time. 
The cost of this fire was $507.64, half of which was paid by the Town and the other paid as cost share by 
the state. Your help in reporting suspicious activity, or that smell of smoke in an area where there should 
be none will help the Wardens react to the situation before things get out of control. 


On August 21, the Sullivan crew traveled to Hebron, NH to help extinguish a forest fire. The crew 
performed mop-up operations in areas where the fire had burned up to three feet into the ground. It was a 
long day but by the time we and a second crew from our district left the scene, the fire had been 
extinguished. 


Fire permits ARE required for all open burning when the ground is not covered with snow. This includes 
campfires, cooking fires, outdoor fireplaces and the burning of brush. The Department of Air Resources 
rules state that only untreated wood may be burned in brush piles. A special commercial permit must be 
obtained in order to burn treated materials such as those from a demolished building. Reminder: all 
permits expired on January 1, 2003, and must be renewed. 


New Hampshire law now prohibits backyard trash burning. RSA 125-N:4 took effect July 16, 2001, and as 
of January 1, 2003 will be enforced by the New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services 
(NHDES) with assistance by the Wardens. This State law prohibits the burning of combustible domestic 
waste in burn barrels or in brush piles. NH Law defines combustible domestic waste as, “combustible 
waste such as, but not limited to, household trash, packaging materials, plastics, coated or laminated 
papers, rubber, painted or treated wood, coated or treated cardboard, oily rags, and animal, vegetable, 
and kitchen waste.” If you have any questions about backyard trash burning please feel free to call me, 
or the DES at 271-2975 (Public Information Office), or 800-498-6868 (Air Resources Division).

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


JANUARY: The second and third weeks of 
January were busy. We had four storms each 
week. January 28 and 29 were near 50 degrees 
and the gravel roads were beginning to thaw. 


FEBRUARY: February brought sleet, freezing 
rain, rain, and mild temperatures. Brush was cut 
on several roads and 300 tons of 1% stone was 
delivered for mud season. We began raking 
gravel roads on February 26. 


Paul Yawarski, Sheila Smith and | attended a 
flagging course sponsored by the New 
Hampshire Municipal Association (NHMA) at the 
Nelson Town Hall. Upon completing the course 
we became certified flaggers for five years. 


MARCH: March seemed to open right up into 
spring. There was light snow, drizzle, wind, and, 
of course, muddy gravel roads. Crushed stone 
was applied at the worst areas. We continued 
raking gravel roads and cutting brush. 


| met with Mike Pillsbury, an engineer for the 
New Hampshire Department of Transportation. 
We observed Valley Road and _ gathered 
improvement information. 


Rick Hotchkiss and | completed and filed for a 
Hazardous Waste Activity Notification Form from 
the New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services, which was required by 
law. We have since received our EPA 
identification number. 


During the third week of March, winter returned 
with two storms totaling eleven inches of snow. 


The process of obtaining a backhoe for the 


Highway Department began with several 
dealerships. 
APRIL: We started to grade and rake the 
gravel roads. 
Four different brands of backhoes were 


delivered to the Highway Department for 
demonstration. A spreadsheet was made for 
comparison of the machines and hours of 
negotiations began. 


The leaking hydraulic cylinders were sent to 
Grader to be rebuilt. 
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A wood chipper was rented for a week in order 
to chip the brush that had been cut and piled 
along roadsides during the winter. 


Paved roads were swept during the last week of 
April. 


MAY: The sanders were washed, greased, 
oiled and put away. The paint on snowplows 
was retouched and their cutting edges and 
shoes were fixed. 


Bellmore Catch Basin Cleaners from Bedford 
was hired for three days to clean basins in town. 
We were able to clean some, but not all. 


An unsuccessful attempt was made to jet out 
drainage pipes on Apple Hill Road. These pipes 
will have to be removed and replaced some time 
in the future. 


We sanded and painted the dump bodies on 
both trucks. 


240 yards of crushed gravel was purchased 
from Cohen’s pit in Marlow and hauled to the 
highway garage. 


Potholes on the paved roads were filled with 
asphalt. 


The new John Deere backhoe was delivered on 
May 30 by Nortrax of Springfield, Vermont. This 
machine will allow the Highway Department 
much more versatility in our daily maintenance 
and dependability needed for winter 
maintenance. | cannot thank you all enough for 
approving the purchase of this machine. 


JUNE: We hauled crushed stone and gravel, 
cleaned some culverts and waterways, cut 
brush, and dug out rocks and stumps on gravel 
roads before grading and raking. 


Culverts were replaced on Price Road and 
Bowlder Road. 


On June 20, | attended a National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System phase II seminar 
in Keene that was given by the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA). The EPA has 
mandated that municipal public works 
departments submit and implement a plan for 
storm water at their sites. The plan 
encompasses all aspects of town garages, not 


just storm water and must be submitted by 
March 10, 2003. Presenters at the seminar 
were unable to answer all the questions posed 
to them. The question that was discussed at 
length pertained to funding. We were informed 
that there are no funding or grant programs 
available to assist towns and cities with 
compliance. Attendants received a_ large 
information packet and an application. 


JULY: Paul and | mowed around bridges, 
guardrails, intersections and blind corners in 
town. 


We inventoried hazardous trees as 
recommended by the Sullivan Hazardous 
Mitigation Plan. Culverts were inventoried and 
inspected in order to receive required wetland 
permits for culvert replacement. An inventory of 
catch basins was compiled for routine 
maintenance. Signs were inventoried for 
Selectmen’s adoption. | Underground utilities 
were noted and recorded for Dig Safe calls 
when working near these sites. This information 
for each road was put on file and on the map at 
the highway garage office. A copy of the 
information was given to the Selectmen’s office.

Bridges on Old Concord Road and Valley Road 
were cleaned and sealed (with boiled linseed 
oil). 







Rocks were removed from Ellis Road and gravel 
was added. 


Rick Hotchkiss compiled a plan based on 
recommendations from the NHDOT = and 
conversations among the Highway Department 
and Board of Selectmen for the reconstruction of 
2050 feet on Valley Road. 


We installed 120 feet of under-drain on the 
gravel section of Gilsum Road with hopes of 
eliminating the ice flow that occurs during the 
winter months. 


The upper end of Corey Mine Road was 
widened to make room for snow storage (this 
has always been a narrow and difficult section 
without anywhere to push snow). 


AUGUST: A list of materials and pricing was 
compiled and orders were placed for the Valley 
Road project. 
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Wetland permits for culvert replacement were 
completed and sent to the New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services 
(NHDES). 


Paul worked with the backhoe on Boynton Road. 
Banks were sloped, rocks were dug out, and 
waterways were cleaned. 


Work on Valley Road began by removing rocks 
from the road bed, cutting dead trees, ground 
pavement, blasting ledge, resloping banks, and 
cleaning waterways. 


Rock and dirt was hauled to the highway garage 
in order to prepare the yard for the storm water 
plan. 


The stone bridge abutments were repaired on 
Price Road. 


The NHMA sponsored two seminars in August 
at the Sullivan Town Hall: a one-day seminar for 
Backhoe Operation Safety and a _ one-day 
seminar for Trenching Safety. Attendees 
included Selectmen Rick Hotchkiss and Doug 
Washburn, the Sullivan Highway Department 
and the Marlow Highway Department. 


SEPTEMBER: The culverts and waterways on 
Ferry Brook Road were cleaned. 


We assisted with hauling fill to the fire station to 
increase their parking area. 


Waterbars were installed on town forest roads 
with Roger Sweet. 


Winter sand was hauled to the highway garage, 
mixed with salt and covered with plastic. 


680 yards of gravel was purchased from St. 
Pierre, Inc. and delivered to the highway garage. 


Leon Jones, of Westmoreland, was hired to saw 
log at the highway garage. This lumber will be 
used as siding for sander hangars, equipment 
shed, and the fuel containment building. 


On Valley Road, culverts were replaced and 
catch basins and drainage were installed. 


OCTOBER: St. Pierre, Inc. delivered 2000 
yards of gravel to Valley Road. The gravel was 
leveled and compacted as it was delivered. 
Road shoulders were filled with hay bales and a 
silt fence was installed for erosion control. 


Asphalt shim was applied to portions of Valley, 
Cross and Bowlder Roads. 


Gravel was hauled to Corey Mine, Boynton, 
Ellis, Gilsum and Holt Roads. 


Ditches on Cross Road were cleaned. 


October 23 brought the first snow amounting to 
three inches. We were thankful that we had put 
snowplowing equipment away in good shape 
last spring. It was a busy fall and winter came 
fast and early. 


NOVEMBER: The snow and freezing rain kept 
us busy, but we managed to clean some ditches 
on South Road and Gilsum Road. 


Richard Pendelton was hired to compile a plan 
and file an application with the EPA for the storm 
water plan. Richard is a Hydrogeologist and is 
also working with Dublin and Nelson on their 
plans. 


Chris Pratt presented the Selectmen and 
Highway Department with a revised copy of A 
Brief History of Sullivan Roads. This publication 
contains a wealth of information. Thank you for 
a great contribution Chris. 


DECEMBER: All the storms in December 
made a bid dent in our salt and sand piles. 


We made a new woodstove for the garage and a 
gate for the salt shed; pick-up sized loads of salt 
were being removed from the shed. Sand is 
always available to town residents for walk and 
drive ways. Please remember that salt is for 
Highway Department use only. 


Fire Chief Al Henry came in on_ several 
occasions to help the Highway Department. Al 
operates the backhoe, plows snow at town 
buildings, clears intersections, and opens 
Bowlder Road into Stoddard.

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SULLIVAN POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Sullivan Police Department had a busy year in 2002. We answered 407 calls. 
We received 196 faxes and 217 e-mails. Twenty-nine arrests were made along with 
twenty-nine convictions, thanks to our regional prosecutor. 


Corporal Denis Abrams left his post in Sullivan and is employed full-time by the 
Swanzey Police Department. Although he remains on the roster, Denis is unable to 
work for the town while completing the program at the police academy. He will be 
able to resume his part-time post sometime near the end of July. 


We are currently looking for another part-time officer. There have been very few 
applicants thus far. It is believed that this is due to the new rigid requirements 
mandated by the Police Standards and Training Council. 


There was a decrease in domestic complaints, although more than enough for a 
town the size of Sullivan. 


The number of animal complaints was very high during the past year. Residents still 
failed to keep their dogs restrained. Some dogs were able to be returned to their 
owners. Unfortunately, some were taken to the Humane Society. And in some 
cases, owners have been fined. We ask that you keep your dogs restrained as is 
required by the town ordinance. 


| thank you all for your help during the past year and look forward to serving you this 
year. Please do not hesitate to call if you have a complaint or need assistance. We 
are available 24 hours a day, seven days a week (most of the time). For an 
emergency call 911.

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PLANNING BOARD ANNUAL REPORT 


Meeting monthly, as decided in 2001, the Planning Board business included several 
preliminary consultations for Site Plan Review and subdivision of property. Only one 
subdivision was completed during 2002. Several driveway permits were applied for, but 
none was completed. 


A proposal for the first significant subdivision in the community was brought to the board 
during the fall. At year’s end, the application for six house lots on twelve acres, which 
generated considerable neighborhood interest, had not yet been completed. The board 
wonders whether the town will be faced with further subdivision proposals, in light of the 
purported shortage of housing in the area. 


The Town Historian, Chris Pratt, presented to the board a copy of hid updated history of 
the roads. Other copies reside with the selectmen and in the library. 


The application for a proposed telecommunications facility was heard at several 
meetings, but the company decided to hold its request in abeyance until customers for 
its services could be found. 


The board began the process of updating the Master Plan, which serves as the basis for 
the Community Planning Ordinance. It had last been revised in 1995 (except for the 
Land Use section, which was rewritten in 1998). A subcommittee was appointed to 
begin the process, which starts with a town-wide survey to determine the townspeople’s 
vision for Sullivan. Anyone interested in participating in the Master Plan update should 
contact the board chairman. 


With regret and gratitude for his years of service and sage advice, the board accepted 
the resignation of John Hoffman in November. During the fall, Geoff Gardner joined the 
board as an alternate. The board continues to have openings for alternate members. 
Please contact the selectmen or a Planning Board member for information.

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EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


| am pleased to announce the appointment of Cheryl Labadie to the position of Deputy Director 
for the Sullivan Office of Emergency Management. In this position, Cheryl will assist me with the 
duties of this office, as my duties as Fire Chief and Forest Fire Warden have me spread quite 
thin. We have been working on a major update of our basic emergency plan with hopes to have 
it completed early this summer. 


Again this year, this office is assisting the Highway Department during the winter months with 
snow removal. 


As a result of the events of September 11, 2001 our attention has been focused on homeland 
security. To date, we have seen no major changes or requirements with the creation of new 
Homeland Security Agencies both at the Federal and State levels. 


As mentioned in past reports, this office maintains a supply of hazardous material equipment. 
With the purchase of the “New Rescue” this equipment will now be placed on the Rescue and 
available at the scene, instead of having to return to the station for items that might be needed. 


In 2002 this office purchased an overhead projector for training purposes and is available to any 
town department that may have a need for it.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION ANNUAL REPORT 


Town Forest 

Following the recommendation of the Town Forest Plan, water bars were constructed 
on the old Stoddard Road and the old White Road with the help of the Road Agent and 
his assistant. Unfortunately, a truck drove around the gate, ignoring the “no wheeled 
vehicles” injunction, and damaged the water bar on the old White Road. Please urge 
anyone you know who might be tempted to drive in the Town Forest that the only 
wheeled vehicles permitted are those of emergency services. We are trying to keep the 
old roads from eroding further. During the summer of 2003, a culvert will be constructed 
on the old Stoddard Road on the way to the Meeting House Rock. 


Roadside trash pickups 

In May, more than 50 people helped remove half a ton of trash from the roadsides. 
About 150 tires were turned in for recycling at a charge (below cost) of $1 per tire. At 
the lunch following the mornings work, volunteers enthusiastically voted for a fall 
cleanup. In October, about 35 townsfolk helped clear the roads of close to 300 pounds 
of trash. Again, everyone enjoyed the lunch following the morning's work. In 
recognition of the successful roadside efforts, Litter-free New Hampshire contributed 


four Liberty Elms to the town. They are growing steadily at the entrance to the Sullivan 
Cemetery. 


Hikes and trails 

Volunteers from the Society for Protection of New Hampshire Forests, owners of the 
property, created and blazed a loop trail on the former Olsen land next to the Piper 
Forest. Crude signs label the Maurice Swett Trail and the Giant’s Cradle. It is expected 
that a spring ceremony will dedicate the trail to Maurice Swett. A temporary booklet of 
four maps of trails on Sullivan protected lands (Winch Forest, Piper, Olsen, and Otter 
Brook Preserve) is available for perusal at the Town Hall and at the Library. When 
funding can be arranged, a more formal booklet may be created and offered for sale. 


Two hikes were co-sponsored with the Harris Center for Conservation Education: Otter 
Brook Preserve in the spring and Bear Dens in Gilsum to and including the loop Maurice 
Swett trail on Olsen. 


Hazardous Waste Day 

On September 28, 19 people took advantage of the opportunity to get rid of paints, 
poisons, and other hazardous material safely. In 2003, there will be 12 days during 
spring and summer when Sullivan residents can, without charge, dispose of hazardous 
materials at the Keene Recycling Center on Route 12. Dates will be announced in the 
Keene Sentinel and the Sullivan Newsletter.

Wetlands issues 

The Road Agent successfully applied for a Wetlands Permit, reviewed by the 
Conservation Commission and approved by DES, for replacing five culverts on the 
Valley Road. He is working on an application for more culvert replacements in the town. 


Conservation Commission members made a site visit to the proposed construction area 
for a communications facility and discovered some wetlands not noted on the plan but 
impinging On a proposed roadway. The company has not returned to pursue its 
application for Site Plan Review. 


Conservation lands 

Sullivan enjoys the benefits of the protection of more than 3000 acres through direct 
ownership by conservation organizations (TNC and SPNHF) and by conservation 
easements given by several local landowners. A parcel of 65 acres off Valley Road was 
added to the Otter Brook Preserve during the past year. Most of the protected land is 
located in the northern part of town and helps preserve the watersheds of the Otter 
Brook and Ashuelot River as significant wildlife habitat. Drought continued this year, 
reminding us how important it is to protect current and future water supplies through 


land protection around ground and surface waters. Landowners thinking about 
protecting their properties from future development while continuing to use them for 
forestry or agricultural activities are encouraged to contact the Conservation 
Commission. 


School programs in conservation education 

The Conservation Commission continues to support environmental education in the 
Sullivan Schools, contributing a small part of the Harris Center naturalist educator's 
salary for time in the Sullivan School and providing some educational material. The 
chairman gave a talk to students in grades 5 and 6 about watersheds, and he took part 
in a vernal pool study session behind the school. 


Membership and meeting times 

The Conservation Commission welcomes new membership, which is now up to seven 
regulars and seven alternates. The group continues to work on assembling a natural 
resources inventory, an important basis for the town’s Master Plan. Meetings are held 
at 7pm every second Tuesday in the Town Hall.

2002 Annual Report 


In January the large print order of The Ashuelot River Corridor Management Plan arrived, along 
with about one hundred copies of the Ashuelot River Atlas. Those were distributed to local boards of 
selectmen, and conservation commissions. A second order finally arrived in June, and those were distributed 
to every planning board and town library in the watershed. Also at that time multiple copies of the Ashuelot 
River Atlas were distributed to each elementary, middle, and high school in the watershed, to the best of our 
ability. Further distribution to town halls was accomplished at the same time. 

The volunteer monitoring program expanded to a five-month effort, with sampling being conducted 
once per month from May through September. Analyses were done for £. coli, pH, total phosphorus, 
dissolved oxygen (DO), turbidity, conductivity, copper, and chloride. Air and water temperatures, DO, and 
pH were measured in the field. The City of Keene donated lab services for E. coli, chloride, and copper. 
Samples were transported to the NHDES lab in Concord for the phosphorus tests. Problems with apparent 
sewage pollution (bacterial counts), and high total phosphorus were observed, mostly from Keene 
downstream. Sporadic low DO and high turbidity problems were also found in Keene. ARLAC, with the 
assistance of Americorps volunteer Rebecca Caswell, secured a $5000 grant from the Connecticut River 
Joint Commission. This funded payment for the phosphorus tests and the purchase of our own water quality 
monitoring equipment for next year. 

Public education and awareness efforts were expanded, partly by featuring the monitoring results in 
local newspaper articles, and partly via several radio interviews, some aired statewide. An end-of-year 
presentation and discussion of results for all volunteers and several other interested citizens was held in 
November at the Keene Library. 

Review of various NH Wetlands permit applications continued all year long, and ARLAC lent its 
support to several ad hoc projects, e.g. the NHDES Ashuelot Pond Drawdown Study, Instream Flow 
regulations, the Isinglass River nomination into the NH Rivers program, and the Winchester dam removal. 
The Winchester downtown dam was removed during the summer, providing fish and other fauna dam-free 
access to ten more miles of the Ashuelot. Combined with last year’s removal of the McGoldrick dam in 
Hinsdale, this should place the Ashuelot first in the state in this category. The application for removal of the 
Homestead dam in West Swanzey was withdrawn temporarily, pending completion of further studies relative 
to the effect of such removal on the nearby covered bridge. Historical and well-impact issues, among others, 
remain. 

The Committee meets monthly on the third Tuesday evening in the Keene Public Library, 
entertaining several presentations a year for its own education and information.
